A BILL bas been introduced in t 
New York Senate, to suppress trus 
and monopolies and promote free com- 
petition in trade. It prohibits in every 
possible form the creation or maiao- 
tenance of any trust or combination by 
which the prices for commodities en- 
tering into consumption shall be fixed, 
regulated or controlled. It prohibits 
also any agreement as to the price to 
be charged for any commodity, er any

‘standard of value. The penalties pro- 


vided for violation area fine of $5060, 
or imprisonment not exceeding two 
years, or both, for individuals and offi- 


cers; or agents of a corporation, tor- 


feiture of corporate rights and fran- 
chises for New York corporations, and 
prohibition from doing business in the 
State for-corporations organized else- 
where. ‘Lhe closing paragraph of the 
bill says: ‘‘Nothing herein contained 
shall prevent any assemblies or associ- 
ations of laboring men from adopting 
such regulations as they may think 
proper in reference to wages and the 
compensation of labor.’’

How the Apostie of Virtue is Making 
Himeelf Ridicutous. 

| Washington Star, Jan. 26th } 

Anthony Comstock’s crusade for the 
purification of the fine arts does not 
succeek so well in Philadelphia as in 
New York—not, perhaps, because Phil- 
adelphia’s moral tone is less high than 
that of her larger sister city, but be- 
cause the authorities of Philadelphia 
do not feel bound, at the expense of 
self-respect and common sense, to turn 
the whole machinery of justice over to 
au irresponsible detective. Assistant 
District Attorney Ker, who was 
charged yesterday with ‘the prosecu- 
tion of certain art dealers accused by 
Comstock of selling lewd pictures, in- 
formed the court thathe must stop, as 
he could not violate his conscience by 
pressing a case agaiust a man who had 
sold pictures of beautiful human fig- 
ures simply because they were beauti- 
ful. and not with any impure motive. 
And the court agreed with him. 

The broad principle that the moral 
quality of an uct depends on the intent 
uuderlying it is too familiar to call for 
discussion. Jt is on that principle 
that Mr. Comstock's warfare must be 
conducted if he would enlist intelli- 
ert popular sympathy on his side.

But Americans have born in 
them a hatred and dread of petty 
tyranny which makes them resent 
suck blind assaults as sometimes are 
made under the _ of protecting 
social virtue. Comstock ‘can 
cause himself to be welcomed as 
an ally or scouted as a med- 
dler. according to the  discrimi- 
nation he shows. . If his own sense is 
not sufficiently acute, by nature or 
training, to make distinctions which 
appeal to the ordinary mind as just,he 
is not qualified to administer the trust 
confided to» him, and ought to step 
aside and make way for another who 
isabler than he. Such a failure as 
that in Philadelphia yesterday, brought 
about by indiscreet zeal. does more di- 
rect harm to- his cause than the hard 
= of another year will be able to 
undo.

A DEAD DETECTIVE. 


William Jackson Works Up His Last 
Case. 
Coroner Meredith yesterday held 


an inquest on the body of Will- 
iam Jackson, who died suddenly 
between 2 and o'clock Sunday 


morning at the boarding-house of Mrs. 8. 
A. Watson, at No. 16 Rose street, where he 
had been residing for some months past. 
Jackson had been in fa@ing healjh ever 
since he had been in the house, suffering 
from consumption. Mrs. Watson was 
awakened by hearing Jackson coughing, 
about 1 o'clock, and on going into the 
room found him bleeding from the month, 
and very weak, A phys cian was sent for, 
but Jackson died before medical aid ar- 
rived. Thejury returned a verdict that 
the deceased, Wiliiam Jackson, aged 5 
years, came to his death from natural 


causes. 

Jackson came to this city about a 
year ago. from Memphis, Tenn., 
where he had been a private detective, 
and engaged inthe same line of business 
here. He was eneaged on the city police 
force in several instances, but was guilty of 
numerous questionable transactions of a 
blackmailing character, and was dismissed. 
He continued to live here, however, aud 
was engaged in various schemes, but never 
amounted to anything. Jackson was well 
known in Texas, where he carried on his 
private detective business, and also claimed 
tobe an expert in opening safes. In At- 
lanta, Ga., he also played the same game, 
until invited to leave by the Chief of Police.

regarded as professional biack- 
mailer.

RECLAIMING THE DESERT. 


—Possibilities of the Pa@ture. 
tNew York Graphic.) 

A new industry is a new gain for the 

human race, whatever the cranks may 

say to the contrary. If any one should 

make the desert “bloom and blossom 


one rese in doing so to a high occasion, 
We are able, in this country, in such 
matters, in all efforts, to go mankind 
‘‘one better”’ all the time. 
Here is an example—gathered, 
strange to say, from a report on irriga- 
tion which the ~ United 
has just caused to be published. It is 
a readable document, because prepared 
by a man who knows how to write as 
well as how to gather the facts. Agri- 
culture by irrigation is one of the old- 
est things in the history of civilization. 
The beginnings of such things are 
found, we know, in the dry regions of 
the earth, which are also, historically 
speaking, the most ancient. The up- 
per part of the Hindoostan peninsula, 
the valleys and plains of China, the 
platean region of Central Asia, the 
Arzbian lands, the basin of the Medi- 
terranean, Northern Africa and the 
semi-tropical—the mesas and plateaux 


(on the west side, at least), are the 
original homes of the irrigators. Un- 
counted centuries have seen them rais- 
ing crops under the slow percolation of 
water laboriously applied. 

one would believe such 
regions had a monopoly of the process. 
As a matter of fact we are beating the 
Old World at this, even though there 
are still gbout 600,000,000 of the 
world’s inhabitants to whom water for 
irrigation is absolutely needed if they 
are to cultivate land in order to raise 
their own food. Yet we have a large 
region to irrigate and arealready mak- 
ing better time at it than the others on 
this planet. From 102° to 125° of west 
longitude, and from the British De- 
minions to the lower valley of the Rio 
Grande in Texas, there is au irregular 
shaped area which, if regular in form, 
would measure about 1000 miles 
square. It contains more than one- 
| half of our public land domain, ex- 
cluding Alaska, and is about one-third 
of the whole national territory. |The 
rainfall in this region is from 18 inches 
on the east to four inches per annum 
on the southwest. It rises in places to 
22 inches, but nowhere reaches the in- 
dustrial necessity of 28 inches per 
annum. About 30 per cent., perhaps 
more, is arable, a8 much more pastoral, 
and the remuinder mountain and 
desert. Colorado, Utah, New Mexico, 
Wyoming, Nevada, Arizona, Montana, 
Idaho and California are within its 
borders. 

It will be a great surprise to most 
people to learn some of the facts about 
their irrigation enterprises. For ex- 
ample, California had in 1880 less than 
300,000 acres cultivated by its aid. 
There is in the southern part of that 
State over 1,000,006 acres wow re- 
claimed by this process. Land once 


to $1500 per acre. 

In the past 10 years at least $20,000,- 
000 has been expended in that State in 
| preparing arid lands, by the construc- 
; tion of irrigation works, for colony and 
| individual settlement. 
j million persons have been added to the 
population since 1850, and at least 
$200,000,000 or more to the taxable 
valuation. But one of the remarkable 
facts about it is that economy in the 
agricultural use of water is being de- 
veloped mure highly there than has 
heretofore been known.

These are interesting facts, and 
there are more of themtotell. Engi- 
neers assert that it is possible to so 
conserve the water supplies from snow 
and ‘rain, which are found in the lakes 
of the Rockies and in the infrequent 
rivers that rise in and flow east and 
southwest from them, as to obtain 
water enough to supply the deficiency 
in rainfall for the whole of what are 
called the great plains. At a cost of 
less than a score of million dollars, 
farming could be put beyond doubt 
over an area which would give 40,000,- 
000 farms of 100 acres each. The rain- 
fall has decreased, if anything, west of 
105°, but the earth’s humidity has in- 
creased with settlement. Salt Lake is 
at least 12 feet higher than was the 
case 40 years since.

The most expensive wall paper now 
roduced is a pearl flock paper, which 
or brilliancy and effectiveness in a 
drawing-room, especially by gaslight, 
casts into the shade the gol: “or 
which used to carry off the palm.
